Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  past  year  has  seen  many  important  changes.  The  abolition  of 
Divisional  Health  Committees  resulted  largely  from  the  setting  up  of  the 
new  Social  Services  Department.  Because  of  this  the  Annual  Report  to 
the  Divisional  Health  Committee  previously  included  as  an  Appendix  to 
this  report  will  not  now  appear  in  the  future. 

The  Divisional  Health  Committees  had  remained  in  being  since  the 
National  Health  Service  was  created  in  1948  and  it  was  with  great 
reluctance  that  the  County  Health  Committee  agreed  to  their  being 
disbanded. 

Another  major  change  has  been  the  setting  up  of  the  new  Social 
Services  Department.  This  meant  the  loss  from  the  Health  Department  of 
the  Mental  Health  Service,  the  Home  Help  Service  and  the  Services  for 
the  Physically  Handicapped  and  their  transfer  to  the  new  Area  Social 
Services  Departments.  Preparation  for  the  setting  up  of  the  new 
department  took  place  over  very  many  months  and  involved  the  Divisional 
Health  staff  in  much  work  preparing  for  the  hand-over. 

As  a  result  of  County  Health  Department  policy  it  has  been  necessary 
to  fuse  together  existing  divisions  and  to  base  divisional  health 
administration  on  new  combined  divisions. 

So  far  as  the  divisions  of  Runcorn  and  Mid-Cheshire  are  concerned 
many  administrative  changes  have  taken  place  in  order  to  create  a  single 
large  division.  Initially  this  meant  the  loss  of  one  of  my  Divisional 
Administrative  Assistants,  Mr.  W.  R.  Jones,  and  the  assumption  of  the 
administration  of  both  divisions  by  my  Divisional  Administrative  Assistant, 
Mr.  S.  R.  Large. 

There  has  been  an  expansion  at  one  administrative  centre  with  a 
corresponding  contraction  to  a  sub  office  at  the  other.  These  changes  have, 
of  course,  led  to  uncertainties  and  inevitable  changes  of  duties  for  the 
staff  involved.  So  far  as  possible  this  major  change  was  brought  about 
with  the  minimum  of  trauma  to  the  staff  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  the 
divisional  administrative  and  clerical  staffs  for  their  loyalty  and 
support  through  what  has  undoubtedly  been  a  time  of  considerable 
re-adjustment  and  re-orientation. 

With  regard  to  immunisation  against  infectious  diseases,  the  outbreak 
of  diphtheria  in  a  nearby  large  city  again  emphasised  the  important 
lesson  that  mothers  must  make  every  effort  to  have  their  children 
immunised  by  accepting  the  invitations  sent  to  them  by  the  Health 
Department.  Only  in  this  way,  by  maintaining  a  high  immunisation  rate, 
can  serious  infectious  diseases  such  as  this  be  kept  under  control. 

Measles  immunisation  has  been  recommenced  now  that  the  national 
supply  has  improved  and  this  is  to  be  welcomed  as  there  is  still  mortality 
and  considerable  morbidity  from  the  complications  resulting  from  measles 
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infection.  The  introduction  of  rubella  vaccination  for  young 
adolescent  girls  is  a  great  advance  and  this  should  prevent  babies  in 
subsequent  generations  being  born  with  severe  handicaps  due  to  the 
mother  contracting  the  disease  during  pregnancy. 

The  County  scheme  for  computerised  call  up  for  cervical  cytology 
commenced  in  September,  1970,  and  the  response  to  date  has  been 
encouraging.  It  is  hoped  that  this  screening  programme  will  identify 
pre-cancerous  conditions  of  the  cervix  at  a  time  when  treatment  can 
effect  a  complete  cure. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  is  largely  taken  for 
granted  by  the  public  and  I  should  emphasise  the  vital  role  which  the 
Inspectors  play  in  the  maintenance  of  high  standards  in  the  environmental 
side  of  public  health. 

Reference  to  later  pages  of  the  report  indicate  environmental  health 
matters  dealt  with  during  the  year  and  show  the  wide  variety  and 
importance  of  their  work. 

The  investigation  of  food  poisoning  cases  and  excretors,  the  tracing 
and  surveillance  of  typhoid  and  other  infectious  disease  contacts  has 
been  a  frequent  part  of  their  work.  Continental  holidays  are  now  common 
and  invariably  this  brings  with  it  contact  tracing  and  surveillance  of 
such  potentially  serious  infectious  diseases  as  typhoid  fever. 

Returning  holiday  makers  not  infrequently  become  either  cases  or  contacts 
of  this  disease,  especially  if  they  have  been  to  certain  countries 
bordering  the  Mediterranean  where  purity  of  water  supplies  and  clean 
food  cannot  always  be  guaranteed. 

The  latter  highlights  the  important  role  of  the  public  health 
inspectorate  in  the  control  of  communicable  diseases.  Changes  in  the 
structure  of  local  government  at  both  first  and  second  tier  levels  are 
imminent  and  in  the  re-organisation  of  local  government  and  the  health 
services  it  is  vital  that  this  important  aspect  of  the  control  of 
communicable  diseases  will  not  be  lost  to  sight. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Carrie,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
and  his  staff  for  their  loyalty  and  support,  to  the  Clerk  and  the 
Chief  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  advice,  and  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  for  their  constant  co-operation.

A  very  useful  discussion  was  attended  in  Warrington  with  the  Deputy 
Superintendent  Inspector  on  the  problems  and  consequent  interpretations 
experienced  under  the  Act.  One  of  the  points  raised  was  the  reluctance 
in  the  notification  of  accidents,  a  problem  mentioned  in  our  Annual  Report 
last  year. 

This  year  two  accidents  have  been  reported,  one  concerned  with  a  too 
heavily  loaded  trolley  being  pushed  up  a  ramp,  and  the  operator's  hand 
being  crushed  against  a  wall;  and  the  other  was  a  chef  who  slipped  and 
fell  in  a  kitchen.  Recommendations  were  made  in  both  cases  to  the 

management  by  the  inspecting  officer.  Footwear  worn  by  employees  in 
kitchens  is  often  old,  comfortable  and  dangerous,  consequently  to  reduce 
the  risk  of  accidents  hotel/restaurant  kitchen  floors  should  always  be 
grease  free  and  kept  clear  of  any  obstruction. 

Despite  the  wide  publicity  given  to  the  fact  that  premises  must  be 
registered  under  the  Act  there  still  seem  to  be  some  occupiers  who 
deliberately  ignore  the  Act  until  threatened  with  prosecution,  and  others, 
at  new  premises,  who  seem  to  be  unaware  of  its  existence.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  following  statement,  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.B. Birtwistle, 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Council,  sets  out  the  main  drainage  schemes 
of  the  Council. 

Comberbach 


Proposals  for  the  extension  to  the  sewage  disposal  works  to  provide 
for  further  development  in  accordance  with  the  Village  Plan  and  also  to 
take  additional  flow  from  the  adjoining  Runcorn  Rural  District  Parish  of 
Antrobus  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  their  approval  in  detail. 

Mereheath  Pumping  Scheme 

Approval  from  the  Ministry  was  received  in  respect  of  proposals  to 
lay  a  new  rising  main  and  install  additional  pumping  equipment  at  Mereheath 
pumping  station  to  deal  with  additional  flow  from  development  in  the  area, 
particularly  at  Moulton.  The  Contract  was  entered  into  during  the  year 
and  construction  work  was  well  advanced  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Lower  Mill,  Cuddington 

There  was  a  group  of  houses  in  the  vicinity  of  Lower  Mill,  Cuddington, 
which  were  not  connected  to  the  main  drainage  system  for  the  area  and  with 
new  development  an  arrangement  was  made  whereby  a  pumping  station  would  be 
constructed  and  the  sewage  from  this  group  of  houses  pumped  into  the 
Cuddington  sewerage  system.  By  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  completed  on 
the  construction  of  the  pimp  house. 

Oakmere,  Re-alignment  of  Foul  Sewer 


In  connection  with  the  Delamere  and  Oakmere  sewerage  system  it  had  been 
found  necessary  to  resite  the  main  outfall  sewer  which  runs  parallel  to 
Chester  Road  on  the  southerly  side.  All  work  in  connection  with  this  was 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  with  the  exception  of  reinstatement  of 
the  trenches. 

Weaverham  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

A  scheme  was  agreed  for  alteration  to  the  sludge  drying  beds  to  provide 
for  sludge  storage,  etc.,  in  connection  with  the  better  use  of  the  sludge 
digester.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  work  was  well  advanced. 

Utkinton  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

In  connection  with  the  extensions  to  the  Utkinton  sewage  disposal 
works  completed  in  the  previous  year,  the  Council  agreed  to  the  replacement 
of  a  very  old  sewer  through  the  fields,  which  had  been  found  to  be  defective. 
The  replacement  of  this  sewer  was  satisfactorily  completed. 

Crabtree  Caravan  Site  -  Drainage  Scheme 

A  scheme  was  prepared  for  providing  main  drainage  from  this  Caravan 
site  which  has  a  resident  population  and  this  was  submitted  to  the  County 
Council  who  gave  approval  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  had  been  submitted  to 
the  Department  of  the  Environment  for  approval. 

Wincham  Sewage  Disposal  Works  Extension 

In  October  19&9  a  local  enquiry  had  been  held  by  the  Ministry  into  the 
above  proposal  and  during  the  course  of  1970  the  Council  was  asked  to 
jointly  prepare  a  report  with  the  Northwich  Urban  Council  on  the 
rationalisation  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal.  Work  was  therefore  held 
in  abeyance,  pending  the  completion  of  this  report.  Work  on  the 
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preparation  of  the  report  was  jointly  carried  out  during  the  course  of  the 
year  with  the  consultants  of  the  Northwich  Urban  Council  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  report  will  be  completed  and  submitted  to  the 
Department  of  the  Environment  for  consideration  early  in  1971*  In  the 
mean  time  it  was  agreed  that  some  minor  extension  would  be  carried  out  to 
the  Wincham  sewage  disposal  works  to  provide  for  a  scheme  about  to  be 
approved,  for  sewerage  for  the  first  time  in  the  Parish  of  Pickmere  in 
the  Bucklow  Rural  Council  area  which  was  to  be  drained  to  the  Wincham 
system.  Tenders  for  this  work  were  received  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
and  submitted  to  the  Department  for  approval  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
works  would  commence  early  in  197*1  • 

Lostock  Gralam  Sewage  Disposal  Works  Reconstruction 

A  scheme  for  the  complete  reconstruction  of  the  Lostock  Gralam 
sewage  disposal  works  was  submitted  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment 
for  consideration,  but  the  Department  deferred  consideration  thereof 
until  the  question  of  rationalisation  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in 
the  Northwich  area  had  been  considered. 

East  Barnton  Sewerage  Scheme 

Design  of  this  scheme  was  completed  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and 
submission  was  made  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  their 
approval  received  to  the  preparation  and  receipt  of  Tenders  for  the  work 
to  proceed  in  1971* 

Acton  Bridge  Pumping  Scheme  -  Warrington  Road 

The  Council  considered  proposals  for  providing  main  sewerage  for  the 
first  time  to  a  group  of  properties  in  Warrington  Road,  Acton  Bridge  near 
to  the  River.  The  proposal  was  for  the  drainage  from  these  to  be 
connected  to  a  pumping  station  and  the  sewage  pumped  back  to  the 
Weaverham  works.  It  is  expected  that  early  in  1971  this  scheme  will  be 
submitted  to  the  County  and  the  Department  of  the  Environment. 

Marston  Pumping  Scheme  -  Ollershaw  Lane 

The  Council  considered  a  report  regarding  a  defective  sewer  in 
Ollershaw  Lane,  Marston  and  agreed  to  the  preparation  of  a  scheme  for 
providing  a  pumping  station  which  would  pump  the  sewage  from  this  group 
of  houses  to  the  small  disposal  works  at  Higher  Marston.  Approval  to 
the  scheme  was  received  from  the  County  Council  and  the  scheme  was 
submitted  by  the  end  of  the  year  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment. 

Allostock  Sewerage  Pumping  Scheme 

The  preparation  of  this  scheme  was  considered  and  it  was  agreed  that 
it  should  be  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment 
when  Congleton  Rural  District  Council  were  in  a  position  to  submit 
proposals  for  their  enlargement  to  the  works  at  Goostrey,  to  which 
sewerage  system  the  sewage  from  this  part  of  Allostock  would  be  discharged 
from  a  pumping  station. 

Davenham,  Hartford  and  Rudheath  Joint  Scheme 


It  was  necessary  to  hold  in  abeyance  further  work  on  this  proposed 
joint  scheme  because  it  would  obviously  be  very  much  affected  by  the 
rationalisation  proposals. 

Tarporley  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 

It  was  not  possible  to  do  any  further  work  on  this  scheme  because  no 
decision  was  reached  during  the  year  on  the  Tarporley  Village  Plan 
proposals. 
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CLOSET  CONVERSION 

Public  Health  Act,  1936  -  Section  47  (iv) 

No  grants  have  been  paid  under  the  above  section  during  the  year. 
Closet  conversions  are  usually  incorporated  in  works  qualifying  for 
Improvement  Grants. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 


415  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  have  been  emptied  by  the  two 
tankers  employed  on  this  work,  and,  at  the  same  time,  a  weekly 
collection  of  nightsoil  has  been  maintained. 

CLEANSING  SERVICE 


During  the  year  investigations  were  carried  out  in  an  effort  to 
improve  the  refuse  collection  service  and  as  a  result  of  this  meetings 
were  held  with  the  National  Union  of  Public  Employees.  The  object 
of  these  were 

(a)  To  provide  an  improved  refuse  collection  service  to 
all  residents  of  the  rural  district. 

(b)  To  revise  the  existing  bonus  scheme  so  as  to  give  the 
employees  the  opportunity  of  increasing  their  earnings 
by  increased  production. 

(c)  To  reduce  the  amount  of  overtime  worked. 

A  scheme  was  eventually  agreed  upon  and  put  into  operation  in 
September  and, except  for  some  early  teething  troubles,  this  proved 
very  successful  and  resulted  in  almost  all  properties  being  provided 
with  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse. 

Approximately  3 >000  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  and  disposed 
of  at  the  tip  in  Dalefords  Lane,  Marton.

CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT,  1 967 

To  further  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  public  the  Council’s  provisions 
under  this  Act  a  circular  letter  was  sent  out  with  all  rate  demands 
informing  people  that  the  main  refuse  tip  was  open  for  use  by  the  general 
public  between  certain  hours,  and  detailing  the  sites  of  the  then 
available  containers. 

Whilst  there  is  still  indiscriminate  tipping  taking  place  a  fairly 
high  proportion  of  this  is  carried  out  by  persons  not  resident  in  the  rural 
area.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  container  sites  in  the  villages 
are  very  heayily  used,  so  much  so  that  a  further  specialised  vehicle  is 
now  on  order  for  use  in  this  service.  Indiscriminate  tipping  is  cleared 
by  the  Department  on  request. 

During  the  last  six  months  of  the  year  the  contents  of  754  containers 
were  removed  together  with  62  waggon  loads  of  extraneous  rubbish  from  around 
these  containers. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  18  container  sites  were  in  operation  and 
arrangements  were  in  hand  to  extend  this  service. 

18  abandoned  cars  in  the  area  were  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the 

Act. 
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DESTRUCTION  OF  RATS  AND  MICE 


The  Council’s  Rodent  Operative  has  carried  out  1,164  operational 
visits  in  the  treatment  of  493  premises.  Treatment  of  domestic  premises 
is  free,  and  treatment  at  business  premises  is  on  a  rechargeable  basis. 

The  total  income  from  this  source  is  £448*  89. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  the  destruction  of  mice,  and 
whilst  there  is,  at  the  moment,  little  evidence  to  suggest  that  the  mice 
are  Warfarin  resistant,  a  close  watch  will  be  kept  on  the  results  of 
this  type  of  treatment. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tips  are  also  regularly  treated. 

The  types  of  poison  used  in  control  work  are  Warfarin,  Alphakill, 
Drat,  Zinc  Phosphide  and  Arsenic.

INSECT  PESTS 


The  Rodent  Operative  was  re-designated  during  the  year  and  took 
over  a  great  deal  of  work  in  this  field  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Inspectorate. 

Once  again  there  seems  to  be  an  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints 
of  infestations  of  premises  by  ants  and  these  proved  most  difficult  to 
eradicate. 

Two  unusual  infestations  reported  and  dealt  with  during  this  year 
were :  - 

1.  Australian  Spider  Beetle  in  a  bedroom  of  a  house,  probably 
introduced  in  hessian  wrapping  round  a  new  carpet. 

2.  Frogs  infested  the  houses  in  a  new  housing  estate.  The  frogs 
had  apparently  returned  to  their  normal  habitat  to  breed  but 
the  two  pits  had  been  filled  in  as  part  of  the  development.  It 
is  suggested  that  this  phenomena  could  well  return  for  one  or 
two  breeding  seasons.

GYPSY  AND  OTHER  ITINERANT  TRADERS 


No  permanent  sites  for  specific  use  by  these  persons  have  yet  been 
provided  within  the  district,  and,  in  consequence,  it  has  to  be  reported 
that  considerable  time  and  money  has  been  spent  in  dealing  with  the 
situation  created  by  this  problem.  There  are  certain  areas  which  are 
continually  re-occupied  in  the  south-east  part  of  the  district  and  these 
would  appear  to  he  on  regularly  used  lines  of  migration.  During  each 
of  seven  months  during  the  year  action  had  to  be  taken  on  more  than  one 
occasion  to  move  these  people  or  to  clean  up  the  sites  after  their 
removal.  The  official  attitude  is  that  they  should  not  be  harassed, 
in  consequence  of  which  no  action  is  taken  unless  they  create  a  nuisance 
by  their  mode  of  living  and  their  actions.  Very  few  residents,  however, 
will  tolerate  their  presence  in  the  vicinity  of  their  houses.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


After  discussion  with  a  member  of  the  Warren  Springs  Laborator  staff 
two  S.O.^  recorders  are  now  sited  within  the  district,  one  at  Barnton  (in 
the  clinic  centre)  and  one  in  the  Secondary  School  at  Rudheath.  Results 
from  both  are  forwarded  to  the  National  Laboratory  for  processing  and  show 
the  present  levels  of  pollution  in  these  two  districts.  Because  of  the 
short  time  the  machines  have  been  in  operation  we  cannot  say  whether  the 
trend  is  upwards  or  downwards  but  with  the  increasing  use  of  natural  gas 
in  the  area  next  year's  results  should  show  improvement. 

Two  complaints  of  pollution  from  domestic  oil  fired  central  heating 
installations  have  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

The  department  has  a  most  satisfactory  arrangement  with  the  management 
of  the  large  chemical  factory  on  the  district  boundary  to  give  an  'Early 
Warning'  system  of  any  malfunction  at  these  works.  The  uneasiness  of  the 
local  residents  can  be  very  quickly  appeased  when  such  information  is  put 
readily  and  quickly  into  the  hands  of  the  Public  Health  department.  The 
Company  did,  in  fact,  on  one  such  occasion,  notify  us  of  a  proposed  shut 
down  of  the  plant  for  24  hours ,  and  pin  point  particular  hazards  during 
that  period.

HOUSING  ACT,  1969 

Applications  for  Qualification  Certificates  under  Section  44  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1969  have  been  received,  in  the  main,  from  a  large 
property  owner  in  the  district.

In  one  case  the 
Court  directed  that  the  Certificate  be  issued  but  in  the  remaining  15 
the  Council's  refusal  to  issue  was  upheld. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  defect  mentioned  in  these 
refusals  was  "defective  tiles  to  roof".  The  Court  upheld  this 
interpretation  by  the  department  in  spite  of  the  landlord's  insistence 
that  the  tiles  in  question  were  decorative  and  not  essential  to  the 
fitness  of  the  dwellings.

The  number  of  samples  taken  in  the  Northwich  Rural  District  during 
the  year  was  58,  of  which  one  was  not  up  to  the  standard  demanded,  this 
was  a  sample  of  Pork  Sausage  which  contained  undeclared  preservative; 
the  butcher  was  cautioned.

MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  four  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  were  re-licensed  and  altogether 
1,153  visits  were  paid  to  these  establishments.  A  total  of  16,001  carcases 
were  inspected  and  1 3 ? 81 4  lbs.  of  meat  were  condemned.  Joint  visits  by  one 
of  the  Inspectors  and  a  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  continued  to  be  made  at  three  monthly  intervals  and 
geheral  any  contraventions  found  were  quickly  dealt  with.

POULTRY  PACKING  STATION 


The  daily  inspection  by  a  public  health  inspector  of  all  poultry 
processed  at  the  station  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year,  and  a 
close  check  is  kept  on  the  hygiene  of  both  the  process  and  the  plant. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  an  unusually  large  number  of  birds  were  condemned 
from  one  day's  consignment  by  reason  of  E.  Coli  Septicaemia.  It  was 
reported  that  these  birds  were  suspected  fowl  pest  carriers  but  this 
suspicion  was  not  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  Vetinerary  Officer. 


Proposals  are  now  in  hand  for  an  air  drier  cooling  plant  to  be 
inserted  in  the  production  line  and  this  will  eventually  replace  the 
chlorinated  cooling  water  tank. 


The  Company  continue  to  mark  the  polythene  bags  used  for  the  packing 
of  chickens  with  instructions  and  advice  as  to  the  thawing  and  cooking.
